To the Honorable the Senate 
I have approved Senate Bill 2, Special Session as 1985 

Wisconsin Act 43 and deposited it in the office of the 

WEDNESDAY, November 6,1983 

Secretary of State. I have exercised the partial veto power 
in one instance. 
Section 1  

This veto deletes Section 1. This section would 
prevent any moneys not encumbered in the Economic 
Stabilization Fund prior to January 1, 1987 from lapsing 
to the Technology Development Fund. Instead, the 
moneys would lapse to the general fund. The moneys in 
the Economic Stabilization Fund were taken from the 
Technology Development Fund appropriation in the 
budget process with the understanding that they would 
revert to the Technology Development Fund if 
unneeded. The commitment to the Techology 
Development Fund should be maintained. Without this 
veto, the Technology Development Fund will not receive 
a net increase in funds as I requested; the bill merely 
shifts funding from 1986-87 to 1985-86.
